HARRY KEWELL last night 
admitted his Liverpool career 
could be nearing a crossroads. 
The Australia international fears he 
could spend the rest of the season warm- 
ing the bench if he can’t hit top form fast. 


Boss Rafael Benitez has publically 
backed the 26-year-old to rediscover the 
vim and vigour that made him one of the 
Premiership’s best players. 

Liverpool’s striker shortage means 
Kewell could be thrust into an attacking 
role once more against Crystal Palace 
tomorrow even though Milan Baros’s 
hamstring problem is improving. 


Tough 

Kewell said: “Things haven’t gone as 
well for me as I had hoped at Liverpool 
but I’ve definitely made a contribution. 

“The competition for places is so tough 
right now that you know, and everyone 
knows, you could be one match away 
from the bench. 

“That level of fear brings the best out 
of people and I hope it’s true of me. I 
want to play some games and get back 
to the levels that I know I’m capable of. 

‘Tm not there yet but I’m getting there 
with every passing week.” 

Kewell has been targeted by disgrun- 
tled fans after struggling throughout his 
18 months at the club to find the sort of 
form that made him feared for Leeds. 

But he said: “Some people think that if 
you don’t beat every man in the team

twice, whip in crosses from every angle 
and score a couple as well then you’ve 
not played well. I always set out to do that 
but you have to take the opponent into 
account and sometimes the tactics, too. 
“We all had a new start at the begin- 
ning of the season when the new man- 
ager came in from Valencia.
